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Response to Amendment 

The following is in response to the amendment filed on October 5, 2007. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,3-16, and 18-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 3-8, 15, 16, and 18-30 are allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or 
suggest a method of reducing fluorescence in recycled pulp by adding polymeric material and 
adding chlorine dioxide, and then adjusting the oxidation reduction potential of the mixture to a 
value less than or equal to zero after chlorine dioxide addition. 

Claims 9-14 are allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a method of 
reducing fluorescence in recycled pulp by adding a bleaching agent, then adding chlorine 
dioxide, and then adjusting the oxidation reduction potential of the mixture to a value less than or 
equal to zero after chlorine dioxide addition.
